The Antelope County Board of Supervisor’s convened in regular session on Tuesday, September 9, 2014 at 8:00 

AM in the County Supervisor’s room, Antelope County Courthouse annex, Neligh, Nebraska.   Meeting called 

to order by Chairman Schwager with the following board members responding to roll call:  Kerkman, Baker, 

Williby, Henery and Schwager.  Brandt appeared later.  Bolling absent.   Chairman Schwager stated that the 

open meeting laws are posted on the east wall of the Supervisor’s room with more copies available at the 

County Clerk’s office. 

 

Notice of the meeting was given in advance thereof by publication in the four county newspapers, legal 

newspapers printed and in general circulation in Antelope County, Nebraska as shown by proof of publication 

filed in the County Clerk’s office.  Agenda for said meeting was sent to all members of the County Board of 

Supervisor’s. 

 

Antelope County Sheriff Robert E. Moore presented the following proposals for the purchase of a 4 wheeler: 

Big Red Motorsports, O’Neill, Nebraska – 2014 Arctic Cat 550 Limited EPS with front and rear bumpers, winch 

and 50” plow $9,372.00; Big Red Motorsports, Neligh, Nebraska – 2014 Arctic Cat 550 Limited EPS with front 

and rear bumpers, winch, and 50” snow plow $9,777.00; and The Offroad Company, Columbus, Nebraska – 

2014 Arctic Cat EPS 550 Limited with 50” blade, mount and frame $9,476.00.  Motion by Kerkman, seconded 

by Brandt to purchase the 2014 Arctic Cat 550 Limited EPS 4 wheeler with front and rear bumpers, winch and 

50” plow from Big Red Motorsports, O’Neill, Nebraska in the amount of $9,372.00.  Those voting aye: Brandt, 

Kerkman, Baker, Williby, Henery and Schwager.
